TEL AVIV, — Staff committee 
Members representating the 
workers in the Airport Authority, 
customs, aircrafl refuellers and El 
Al were meeting on Sunday mor- 


ning at Ben-Gurion Airport to’ 


decide how to fight last week's 
cabinet decision to ground ΕἸ Al 
Saturdays and Jewish holidays. 

A spokesman for the El Al staff 
committee said he did not an- 
ticipate a decision to strike im- 
mediately, 

On Monday, the High Courl of 
Justice is to consider their plea 
ugainst the decision. ᾿ 

Staff commitlee representatives 
on Saturday collected signatures in 
Tel Aviv's Dizengoff Square for a 


petition attacking the government's ° 


decision. 

Meanwhile, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Simha Ehrlich, who heads 
the cabinet committee charged with 
Srounding El Al on the Sabbath and 
Jewish religious holidays, last week 
recommended that the government 
sell the airline. 

Agudat Yisrael MK Avraham 
Shapira, leader of the effort to stop 
Sabbath flights, said he would sup- 
port a sale only if the buyers under- 
take not to fly the planes on holy 
days, Shapira also said he would see 


to it that the privately-owned Israeli’ 


airlines — Arkia and Maof — do 
not fly on the Sabbath. This could 
be achieved by the government 
denying them Sabbath work per- 
mits, he said. 

The cabinet’s decision was taken 


in accordance with the coalition 
agreement with the ultra-Orthodox 
Agudat Yisrael. That agreement 
Says the national carrier's planes 
will not take off, fly or land on the 
Sabbath and Jewish holidays. 

In advocating the sale of El Al, 
Ehrlich sald it was not because of 
the Sabbath flights, “but because ΕἸ 
Al has reached a situation whereby 
unless it is sold... to public or 
private hands or both... it will col- 
lapse. I don't believe we can revive 
it," he said. 

Ehrlich was apparently alluding 
to the fact that even if the airline 
continues flying on holy days it ex- 
pects to lose some $40 million, rais- 
ing its accumulated deficit lo at 
least $160m. 

He thus seemed to concur with 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu, 
who had told the Knesset Finance 
Committee on Wednesday he 
believes El Al could not bear an ad- 
ditional yearly $30m,-lo-$40m. loss 
resulting from a cessation of Sab- 
bath flights and would have to be 
sold. 

Agudat Yisrael’s Shapira said he, 
too, would support the sale. He 
recalled the Zim shipping line had 
lost money when it was government- 
owned, but moved to the black 
after it became a private enterprise. 
However, he insisted, the new 
owners must underlake not to 
operate-it on the Sabbath. 

The proposed sale was sharply 
eriticised by the national carrier's 
president, Yitzhak Shander, “'I find

West Bank, 
Gaza, quiet

The West Bank and Gaza Strip 
were quiet over the weekend except 
for a few disturbances in Nablus, in 
the refugee camps at Balata and Ein 
Beit-elma near Nablus, and in the 
village of Yatta south of Hebron. 

However, during violent anti- 
Israel demonstrations early in the 
week, two Arab girls were shot and 
luter died, 

West Bank and Gaza Strip 
mayors, who consulted over the 
weekend, decided to continue to 
boycott the civil administration 
and to demand the reinstatement of 
the four mayors, who were deposed 
by the authorities, 

On Saturday, the mayors continued 
lo discuss the possibility of a general 
strike of ail the municipalities, but 
no final decision was taken. 

East Jerusalem sources said last 
week (hat most of the municipalities 
are likely to close their main offices 
sturling from Monday, but that 
they would continue to provide es- 
Sential services, such as water, 
electricity and garbage collection, 
by operating oul of private homes. 

Jordan has promised to pay the 
salaries pf the municipal workers if 
they go on strike.

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Autonomy negotiations 
Israel insists on 
Jerusalem talks

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said last week thal Israch cannot 
agree to holding autonomy talks in 
Cairo, Washington, Geneva or 
anywhere else, if the talks won't 
also be held in Jerusalem. 

“We can't agree to Jerusalem be- 
ing boycotted, nor can we ourselves 
participate in such a boycott,” the 
minister said on Israel Radio's 
weekly newsreel programme. 

“Now that the problem of 
Jerusalem has arisen, we must stand 
firm; unwillingness to come to 
Jerusalem Is baseless obstinacy,” 
Shamir declared in reiterating 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin's 
insistence that Jerusalem serve as a 
venue for the autonomy negotia- 
tions, 

Shumir spoke prior to Sunday's 
scheduled arrival in Israel of the 
special U.S. envoy, Richard Falr-. 
banks, in an effort to reach agree- 
ment on the location for another 
round of autonomy talks, Fairbanks 
will fly to Cairo later in the week. 

The government on Sunday 


‘reiterated its position that unless 


the aulonomy talks are held in 


Jerusalem, as well as Washington 
and Cairo, [5.86] will not participate 
in any further negotiations. 


Egypt's government-controlled 
radio, meanwhile, said that Fair- 
bank's mission would not be easy 
because of Israel's rigid position 
since it completed its withdrawal 
from Sinai late last month.

Israeli presence in Taba irks Egypt

The problem of Taba Beach, near

It was such 
suspicions and fears that prompted 
President Hosni Mubarak to write 
to Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
on April 20, urging a “formula for 
seuling this disagreement by ar- 
bitration by a certain date... cannot 
emphasize to you adequately the 
need to avaid any controversy in the 
months and years to come." 

In the event, Egypt was forced to 
Urop its demand for a deadline date 
for the aribitration process, in the

Alan Harry Goodman, the 38- 
year-old American immigrant who 
allegedly shot his way into the 
Dome of the Rock last month, was 
indicted last week in the Jerusalem 
District Court on one count of 
murder and five counts of at- 
tempted murder, 

The charge sheet, presented to 
the court by Jerusalem district at- 
torney Michael Kirsh, states that 
Goodman went to the Temple 
Mount in Jerusalem at about 9 a.m. 
on April I1, 1982 “with the inten- 
tion of penetrating to the Dome of 
the Rock and taking it over to 
‘liberate’ the Temple Mount.” 

Goodman's plan was to kill 
anyone who stood in his way, and 
for this purpose he was armed with 
an M-l6 rifle and a magazine con- 
ning 29 bullets, the charge sheet 
said. 

The charge sheet then describes 
Goodman's movements from his 
entrance point at Bab el- 
Ghawanima, the northernmoat gate 
On the western side of the Temple 
Mount, until his surrender inside 
the bullet-riddled mosque itself. 

Goodman is charged with 
shooting with intent to kill and in- 
juring a Wakf (Moslem religious 
trust) guard, Riad Abu-Ramila, and 
policemen Muhamad Ahmad and 


Walid Junedi. He is also charged 
with shooting at with intent to kill 
two other policemen, Yona 
Binyamin and Tiassir Kattum, who 
were not hit. 

Leaving a trail of wounded 
security personnel behind him, 
Goodman then sprinted up the steps 
leading to the Dome of the Rock 
and was met at the door by Wak 
guard Haj Salah Yamani, 65, who 
had come out of the Mosque to shut 
the doors after hearing the shows, 
the charge sheet says, Goodman 
fired four shots at close Tange, hit- 
ling Yamani in the chest and 
stomach and killing him, it says, 

After his ammunition ran out, 
Goodman then gave himself up to 
security forces who entered the 
mosque, according to the change 
sheet. 

The charge sheet lists 33 prosecu- 
tion witnesses, including IDF of- 
ficers, border policemen, policemen 
and soldiers, as well as doctors a 
East Jerusalem hospitals and resi- 
dents of East Jerusalem. 

Police are continuing their in- 
vestigation of the death of Jihad 
Ibrahim Bader, who was shot during 
the riots that followed Goodman's 
takeover of the Dome of the Rock, 
and of the other wounded persons 
whose injuries were not caused by 
Goodman.

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Drillers find traces of oil near Arad

Government οἱ ger ggee drill- 
ing east of Arad last week an- 
nounced that several barrels of oil 
mixed with water had been pumped 
from a depth of 1,860 metres, in the 

well called “Tzuk Tamrur 1.” 
The drill was carried out by the 
Oil Exploration Investment Com- 
pany (Hanah) and cost $2 million. 
Hanah director Yosef Langotzky 
cautioned that “this find shoutd not 
be seen as proof that a commercial- 
ly viable oil reservoir had been dis- 


covered, and we should not draw 
hasty conclusions,” 

The find was made in the 
deepest stratum of the well, near 
an area that until now had produced 
several gas fields, but rendered only 
small traces of oil. Further 
laboratory tests of the oil and a 
closer examination of the other 
strata penetrated in the drill will be 
needed to determine if the well has 
commercial prospects. 

Langotzky said that traces of oil 
wero found two years ago in a well 
near the Dead Sea, in the same 


geological stratum that produced 
the oil in Tzuk Tamrur 1. Oil ex- 
perts believe that the eastern 
Negev-Dead Sea area has excellent 
oil-producing prospects. 

Investors in the well include the 
government oil companies Hanah 
and israel National Oi! Company 
(Hanal), with 0326 per cent share; 
Nafta and Lapidot, the government 
‘drilling companies, with a 40 per 
cent share; Paz Oil Exploration, 25 
per cent; Paz Consortium, five per 
cent; and private Israeli investors, 
four per cent. 


Abuhatzeira seeks broader base for Tami

Aharon Abuhutzeira, the leader 
of Tami, has embarked on a scries 
of contacts with other politicians 
with a view to broadening the base 
of his movement before the next 
elections. 

Sources close to the Knesset 
member and ex-minister refuse to 
say “at this early slage" whom he 
has contacted and whom he “hopes 
and dreams” of wooing into a 
broadened political alliance. But 
they say he is aiming to build up a 
new “third-force™ party that would 
win about seven or eight Knesset 
seats and become the major bulance 
between the two ‘big blocks, Likud 
and Labour. 

Abuhatzeira can offer potentlal 
allies his own popularity as a vote- 
getter, und an efficient, country- 
wide political machine reputedly 
supported by substantial and 
enthusiastic contributions from the 
Sephardi Diaspora. 

But the leitmotif of the 
broadened party, if Abuhatzeira 
succeeds in his plans, will no longer 
be Sephardi or ‘“ethnicism.” 
Abuhatzeira himself is well aware, 
soy the sources close to him, that 
this theme is basically limiting and 
restricting — especially now that his 
own legal process is drawing to an 
end, 

Once his appeal (against convic- 
lion for theft and fraud) is heard by 
the Supreme Court, the case will 
quickly fade from the headlines and 


from the public mind and, together 
with it, the allegations that he was 
“victimized" by the “Ashkenazi es- 
tablishment." 

Even at this slage, between con- 
vietion (on three out of six counts) 
and appeul, if is ulready clear that 
Abuhatzeira's conviction has not, of 
itself, destruyed his political carcer, 
Some observers believe the reuson 
for this is thut he was not sent to 
prison — and thus is seen in some 
quarters, particularly among his 
sympathizers, as not to have com- 
mitted a grievous offence. 

The District Court judge's obser- 
vation that his was the first case 
before the courts involving the 
system of money handouts by the 
Interior Ministry is seen in these 
quarters as endorsing, to some ex- 
tent, Abuhatzcira's own consistent 
claim thut he was a cog in — und 
then a victim of — “the system" 
(hashitta). 

At any rale, the political move- 
ment that was founded and grew as 
8 result of Abuhatzeira’s legal 
problems now needs to find a more 
lasting and appealing platform if it is 
to survive and flourish. Abuhatzeira 
himself is the first to appreciate this. 

The broadened alliance to which 
he aspires, say the sources close to 
him, will focus on two facets of 
Israel's national life: 

e Social questions: “All ‘new 
οἰ πὶ," i.e. people who came here 
after 1948, are potential supporters 
of a movement that will concern 
itself primarily with improving their 


Standing.” the sources close to 
Abnhatzcira say. By no means are 
ull of this vast target group Sephar- 
dim. 

© Foreign policy issues: Here the 
envisioned new “third force” will 
take a considerably more moderate 
line than the present government 
consensus. The sources close to 
Abuhitzeiru stress this und say his 
overtures to other politicians ure 
guided by his own political modera- 
lion. 

He believes, moreover, that 
umeng his own supporters and 
potential supporters there,is a good 
deal of lutent political njoderation, 
that, in the past, tended τὸ he sub- 
merged in widespread sympathy for 
Prime Minister und Herut. 

Abuhatzeira is understood to feel 
Strongly that, in the long term, the 
Israelis originating from Arab lands 
— und especially those from North 
Africa whose experiences and 
memories were often favourable — 
must play a key role in bringing 
comprehensive Arab-Israeli peace. 

One out-of-work politician whom 
Abuhatzeira would probably 
welcome into the broadened move- 
ment, perhaps as its leader: former 
defence minister Ezer Weizman. 

Charles Hoffman adds: 

Aharon Uzan, sworn in last week 
as the new minister of labour, social 
affairs, and immigrant absorption, 
plans to carry out his party's pledge 
to replace the director of the 
National Insurance Institute with a 
Tami political appointee.

Bank of Israel lost $370m. 
by overcautious management

In 1981 the Bank of Israel fost 
some $300 million, and another 
570m. in the first quarter of 1982, as 
a result of what authoritative 
Sources admitted was overly conser- 
vative management of the country’s 
foreign currency reserves. 

The central bank, these sources 
said, continued to hold on to assets 
in European currencies in the belief 
that their value against the U.S. 
dollar, and their interest rates,

The central bank is currently 
revising its portfolio, in which there’ 
is a high proportion of European 
Currency assets, especially 
Deutschmarks, However, this has 
nol prevented further losses in the

Reliable sources in the Bank off, 
Israel] say that there is still some 
reluctance against switching from 
European currency assets to dollar 
assets. The expectation — shared by 
what one source called “the best- 
informed international experts in 
foreign currency dealings" — that 
the dollar cannot for long maintain 
iis high value against the European 
currencies, continues to keep the 
Bank of Israel cautious in its 
Manngement of the foreign 


The losses incurred in 198! — 
and those that have piled up since 
— are mainly an accounting loss, 
different sources in the Bank of 
Israel explained. As long 88 the 
bank keeps part of the foreign 
reserves in currencies other than 
the dollar, and these weaken against 
it while the reserves continue to be 
quoted in dollars, the balance will 
necessarily show a loss in terms of 
the dollar.

Hebrew U. chief for dialogue—not confrontation 


“We will have to decide that 
defence is a necessary evil and no 
more, and place supreme emphasis 
on things worth defending — and 
for me this is the University,” 
Hebrew University President 
Avraham Harman stated last week 
at the final plenary session of the 
university's 44th annual Board of 
Governors meeting, held on the 
Mount Scopus campus. 

The university, Harman asserted, 
must struggle for what it stands for: 
dialogue and discussion — and not 
confrontation. 

“Iscael will have to withstand 
tremendous stresses and strains, and 
perhaps actual dangers as well, in 
the next few years, and it will have 
to determine its priorities of ex- 
istence,” he added. ἯΙ 

The university president was 
given a standing ovation by the 
governors in appreciation of 14 
years of dedicated leadership. He 
agreed to stay on as president until 
the end of 1982. A committee, 
headed by former supreme court 
justice Haim Cohn, is engaged in a 
search for his successor. 

About 200 governors, observers 
and guests came from 16 countries: 
Argentina, Australia, Belgium, 
Brazil, Canada, Chile, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Holland, South 
Africa, Switzerland, United 
Kingdom, United States, Uruguay 
and Venezuela. 

Board of Governors Chalrman 
Robert H. Smith, of Washington. 
D.C., who concluded his first yeur 
in office, termed the May 2-6 
meeting an exhilarating, intensive 
study, which revealed many aspects 
of university life. 

“By 1985, when the university 
will celebrate the 60th annivershry 
of its opening.” he suid, "we hope to 
achieve the very ambitious, but at- 
tainable, goal of raising $100 million 
for the Endowment Fund." 

The university devoted a 
Juncheon session of its board 
meeting to the celebration of the 
7h anniversary of the Hadassah 
organization, with which the 
Hebrew University has been in 
Partnership for 45 years in medical 
education, research and services. 


Major items on the governors’ 
agenda were financial planning, set- 
ting of academic priorities and ex- 
amination of the university's full- 
scale return to its original home on 
Mount Scopus, The move there this 
academic year of the Social Science 
and Humanities Faculties tripled 
the population of the old-new 
campus to about 10,000 students.

Dinitz, the first speaker, gave a 
comprehensive survey of the inter- 
national situation Israel is facing

Prof. Avineri spoke about the in- 
ternal debate in Israel and stressed 
that both major positions — one 
based on a historical-geographical

the Zionist framework. 

Prof. Zussmun, discussing 
defence expenditures after the Sinai 
withdrawal, foresaw no decline in 
this area in the next 4-5 years — 
despite the peace with Egypt.

Avineri, maintaining that Israel's 
existence ἰς in fact inextricably 
bound ,up with geographical 
realities.

The first plenary session heard an 
impassioned plea for academic 
freedom by Rector Prof. Raphael 
Mechoulam. He told the meeting 
that the proposed changes in the 
law concerning antiquities would 
“effectively stop most archeological 
research in Israel, at least as far as 
our Jewish heritage is concerned.” 

The board adopted a resolution 
stating that these changes, which it 
viewed with the “gravest concern”, 
would imperil the future of 
archeological work in Israel. 

A major part of the board's 
meeting was devoted to committee 
reports. 

The Research and Development 
Committee welcomed the initiation 
of research cooperation with Egypt, 
expressing the hope that further 
progress would be made in this area. 
The committee heard reports on: 
the new Centre for the Study of 
Anti-Semitism; the development of

Duchess’ remains displayed

Six decades after being retrieved 
from the bottom of a bloody mine 
shaft in the midst of the Russian 
revolution, the remains of Grand 
Duchess Elizabeth Feadorovna — 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria 
and sister-in-law of the last Russian 
czar — have been removed from the 
underground crypt of the White 
Russian church in Jerusatem's 
Gethsemane and placed inside the 
church for public viewing along 
with the remains of the nun, Bar- 
bara, who was killed with her. 

The coffins of the two women 
were brought up after the synod of 
the Russian Orthodox Church 
Abroad, as the White Russian 
church is officially known, decided 
last October in New York to 
canonize those Orthodox Christians 
who were killed during the revolu- 
tion and during the Stalinist purges. 

Archimandrite Anthony Grabbe, 
chief of the church mission in 
Jerusalem, said yesterday that at 
least 40 million were killed, but that 
the remains of the grand duchess 
and her faithful attendant were the 
only ones to be removed from Rus- 
sia, 

They were killed on June 18, 1918 
at Alapaevsk, a day after Czar 
Nicholas II and his family and ser- 
vants were killed ut Ekaterinburg. 

According to Father Anthony, 
the grand duchess and the nun were 
thrown alive down a mine shaft and 
grenades were thrown after them. 
The town was captured by the 
White Russians three montha later; 
who found the bodies in the mine 
well preserved. The bodies were 
placed inside a series of five coffins 
in order to thwart any attempts αἱ 
their removal — the wooden coffins 
holding the bodies being enclosed 
by other metal coffins which were 
sealed by welding and wooden cof- 


fins shut with nails and glue. 

In the midst of the revolutionary 
turmoil, the bodies were tran 
sported through Siberia to China, 
from where the British navy carried 
them to the Holy Land. The burial 
in Gethsemane's onion-domed St. 
Mary Magdalene Church took 
place in 1920 with the attendance of 
the British Mandatory high com 
missioner and other dignitaries. 

The synod decided to canonize 
the millions of victims of the Rus 
sian revolution, said Father 
Anthony, 

Following the decision, he super: 
vised the opening of the five-in-one 
coffins and found the remains par- 
tially preserved. “When 1 opened 
the last coffin, there was a smell of 
jasmine, and wax and some 
chemical." Father Anthony said, 
however, that no preservatives had 
been used on the bodies. He 
ascribed the preservation to the 
snintly nurd surrounding the re 
mains. 

During a five-hour ceremony 
last week, the original wooden col- 
fius were placed inside the church 
door on a specially prepared stand. 
Attending were Archbishop 
Anthony of Los Angeles. 
Archbishop Poul of Sydney, 
Austrulia, Archbishop Laurus of 
Syrucuse, N.Y., and Bishop 
Gregory of Washington. 

In examining the bodies, Father 
Anthony discovered a smal! wooden 
cross of the kind normally worn by 
nuns on the person of the 
duchess, suggesting that she hed 
secretly taken vows. He noted thal 
she had visited Jerusalem in 1888 to 
attend the dedication of the church 
in which her remains are now inter- 
red, " 

“She said then that she would be 
happy to be buried in Jerusalem,

Washington willing to sell 
major arms to Jordanians

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. is 
prepared in principle to sell Jordan 
two squadrons of F-5G fighter air- 
craft as well as Stinger hand-held 
surface to air missiles, well-placed 
U.S. officials confirmed last week, 


For the time being, however, the 
Reagan administration will not ap- 
prove the sale to Jordan of more ad- 
vanced F-16 fighters or mobile 
Hawk anti-aircraft missiles. 


A delegation of senior U.S. of 
ficials, led by Assistant Secretary of 
Defence for International Securit 
Affairs Francis West, met the wee! 
before last in Amman with Jorda- 
nian officials to discuss possible 


U.S. arms sales. They convened un- 
der the auspices of the U.S.- 
Jordanian joint military commis- 
sion. 

State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer said last week that he 
could not confirm reports of the 
U.S. arms sale to Jordan. Other 
state department officials said that 
only tentative agreement had been 
reached, 

But reliable U.S. officials said 
that the deal for the F-SGs nnd the 
Stingers had been Virtually wrapped 
up during last week's meetings in 
Amman. They said that the ad- 
ministration might delay submitting 
the package to Cupitol Hill for the 
required approval until after the 
November congressional elections, 


JERUSALEM POST POLL 
Over 50% oppose concessions 
in peace treaty with Jordan

TEL AVIV. — More than half the 
public would oppose a peace trealy 
with Jordan if it involved conceding 
parts of Judea und Samaria, (the 
Wert Bank) accarding τὸ the latest 
Jerusalem Post poll conducted by 
the Modi'in Evrachi institue of 
research umong a representative 
sumple of 1.260 adults held in the 
first half of April. 

The question asked was: “Are 
you for a peace treaty with Jordan if 
it entails an Israeli commitment to 
withdraw from parts of Judea and 
Samaria?" 

The response was: Not ready to 
make any concessions, 54.5 per 
cent; willing to concede certain 
areas, 27.} per cent; willing to con- 
cede all of Judea and Samaria ex- 
cept for East Jerusalem, 10.3 per 


cent; willing to concede all of Judea 
and Samarla Including Enst 
Jerusalem, 2.7 per cent, and un- 
decided, 5.4 per cent, 

Institute director Dr. Sura 
Shemer pointed out that those 
categorically against concessions 
and those ready to support u treaty 
only if concessions involved certain 
areas comprised 81.6 per cent of the 
public. 


Analysis of the data indicated a 
correlation between voting patterns 
and respondents’ ἀπολεῖν. Tau. 
thirds of those who voted for the 
Likud last June opposed any con- 
cessions in Judea and Samuria, with 
only one-third of Labour Alignment 
voters adopting this stand. This 
hawkish position was particularly 
strong aMcng the 8.19 age group 
voters, Israelis born in Africa, and 
religious and traditional peaple. 


Behind the Saudi ‘peace’

Saudi Arabia last week called on 

the Arabs to launch a “peace offen- 
sive’ against Israel, saying that this 
could prove more “devastating” 
than war, 


“Israel is afraid of peace, and that 
is why it talks ao belligerently,” the 
Saudi state radio said in its 
main political commentary. 


“The question,” it continued, “is 
whether the Arabs can challenge 
Israel through a clear-cut pan-Arab 
plan, to show that it is capable of 
enduring the consequences of peace 
and existing in the post-peace era." 

The reference to a “clear-cut 
pan-Arab plan” appears to be a 
reference to Saudi Arabia's own 
eight-point programme, floated last 
August but torpedoed by Arab 


radicals led by Syria at last 
November's summit in Fez. 

The floating of the plan has been 
viewed as Saudi Arabia's own open- 
ing shot in a “peace offensive’ ap- 
parently designed to isolate Israel 
internationally by putting forward 
calculatedly unacceptable peace 
proposals and forcing [srael into a 
rejectionist pose, : 

Sudan's Ja'afar Numeiri last 
week also backed an Arab peace 
move, calling on the Arab countries 
to follow Egypt's example and 
negotiate with Israel for the ter- 
ritories they lost in 1967, 

In an interview with the Cairo 
daily a/-Ahram published last week, 
Numeirl is quoted as saying: '‘Egypt 
chas succeeded in regaining its land 
through war and peace. The way is 
now open for the Arabs to benefit 
from the same options.” 


Egyptian youth will rebuild Yamit 


CAIRO (UPI). — Egypt has 
decided to rebuild Yamit, the news- 
paper al-Ahram reports today. 
τ The newspaper said the town, 
razed to the ground by Israeli troops 
before last month’s pull-back from 
Sinai, will be reconstructed by 
young menibers of President Hosni 
Mubarak's National Democratic 
Party. a 

The first group of young men will 
be sent to the area at the beginning 
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of July to launch the reconstruction 
project, {l said. 

Another newspaper, the weekly 
Mayo, sald the waters of the Nile 
will reach El-Arish, the largest town 
in Sinai, for the first time in July, 
. El-Arish, on the Mediterranean 
-cosst, is about 160 kilometres eas! 
of the Suez Canal. : 

The newspaper said the water will 
be carried by pipelines to El-Arish, 
at a cost of $19m.

SINCE THE top level of any U.S. 
presidential administration can 
usually focus on only one foreign 
policy crisis at a time, Israel has 
won 4 respite of sorts as a resull of 
the Anglo-Argentine conflict over 
the Falkland istands. 

Before the Falklands crisis 
erupted seemingly out of the blue, 
President Ronatd Reagan, 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
and other senior U.S. officials had 
planned a major American-led push 
to pul some new momentum into 
ihe stalled Palestinian autonomy 
negotialions. Their scenario en- 
visaged an Israeli withdrawal from 
Sinai — to be followed by a new 
autonomy initiative. 

That, of course, could have been 
expected to put some new strains in 
the U,S.-Israeli relationship, given 
the wide differences between the 
American and Israeli perceptions of 
“full autonomy" for the Palestinians 
on the West Bank and Gaza. As is 
well understood by seasoned 
Israeli diplomats, the Americana 
position on most of the key issues is 
much closer to that of Egypt, 
although they are by no means iden- 
tical, 

Yet now, with the Falklands con- 
flict dominating the altention of ail 
top policy-makers in Washington, 
the Israeli-Egyptian talks on 
autonomy for the Palestinians have 
once again been relegated to the 
diplomatic back burner — as they 
were throughout the first 16 months 
of the Reagan administration. 
Secondary officials may still be 
working on the problem, but the 
president and his cabinet simply do 
not have the time to get personally 
involved, 

After all, Britain is still America's 
Number One ally. And Argentina, 
while ruled by a military junta, is, 
still within the Western sphere. As

such, it automatically deserves 
special American attention. For the 
Reagan Administration, therefore, 
trying to resolve the Anglo- 
Argentine conflict is considerably 
more urgent than Palestinian 
autonomy. 


U.S, OFFICIALS, while recogniz- 
ing these facts, are caulioning that 
the Falklands crisis is not going to 
last forever. In the not too distant 
future, they say, some sort of 
diplomatic cease-fire — if not an 
overall solution — Is going to 
resolve the situation. 

That wilt enable Reagan and his 
team of foreign affairs specialists to 
go back to their original game plan 
— namely, to see whether an 
autonomy framework can yet be 
achieved between Israel and Egypt. 

Even as the Falklands crisis con- 
tinues, the Americans are going 
through the motions of trying to 
resume the autonomy dialogue. But 
everyone in Washington recognizes 
that without the personal involve- 
ment of the top U.S. leadership, no 
serious progress is likely. 

Thus, the special U.S. aulonomy 
negotiator, Richard Fairbanks, 
himself a relatively low-level of- 
ficial, will return to the Middle 
East this week with some new 
ideas, A newcomer to Middle East 
uffairs, he has been studying all the 
problems very intensely these past 
three months.

ISRAEL HAS derived some other 
indirect benefits from the Falklands 
conflict — in addition to this delay 
in pushing the autonomy talks, 

For one thing, news about Israel 
and the continuing disturbances on 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip have 
been taken off the front pages of 
America’s newspapers, The major 
U.S. television networks, under 
more normal circumstances, would 
have given prime time and dramatic 
coverage to these latest Palestinian 
shootings. But this past week, they 
have barely been mentioned 
because of the Falklands, 

Even the United Nations, which 
spends the great bulk of its time 
worrying only about Israel, has 
become preoccupied with the 
Falklands crisis. “That won't last 
very long," one Israeli diplomat 
said, “Without us, the UN would go 
out of business.” 

As Argentine and British 
casualties mount, it would seem 
ridiculous to consider any other in- 
ternational crisis, even the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 


YET WHILE American officials 
recognize that their own attention 
Span can be given only to one major 


foreign policy crisis at a time, they 
still are very worried about the Mid- 
die East. Specifically, they still 
suspect that Begin and the Israeli 
Government could try to take ad- 
vantage of the Falklands crisis by 
doing “something crazy,” 

Rightly or wrongly, the Israeli 
Government in recent months has 
gained an unfortunate reputation 
among senior U.S. officials 88 rather 
“duplicitous.” They believe, for ex- 
ample, that Begin used the Polish 
military crackdown on the 
Solidarity labour union last 
December as a cover for his 
fegialative push to extend Israeli law 
to the Golan Heights. The world's 
attention was focused on Poland, 
the Americans charged, and Begin 
“thought he could get away with it.” 

It is exactly that kind of fear 
which has made Washington rather 
edgy right now about lsracli actions. 
One thing is certain, according to 
well-placed Americans. If the 
{sraeli Government should try to 
“lake advantage’ of America's 
preoccupation with the Falklands 
crisis by breaking the cease-fire 
with the PLO along the Lebanese 
frontier or by knocking out the 
Syrian surface-to-air SAM missiles 
in the Bekau valley or by any other 
such surprise “unilateral action,” 
American frustration with [srael 
might overflow the usually accep- 
table limits, 


Indeed, there is good reason to 
believe that Washington has 


delicately but clearly conveyed its 
concern to Jerusalem about this 
very point in recent days. “They 
know how we feel," one American 
official said, without elaboration. 


THAT THE Americans have come 
to have such a low-level of trust in 
their [sraeli “ally” is merely one 
more indication of Israel's reduced 
image in the executive branch of the 
U.S. government. 

Indeed, hearing some angry US. 
officials privately talk about Israel, 
one might think the two countries 
were adversaries, rather than allies. 

U.S. officials, of course, put most 
of the blame directly on Begin. 
{sraeli officials, on the other hand, 
point out that Washington itself has 
backed off from earlier commit- 
ments to Israe] — witness, for exam- 
ple, the Reagan Adminstration's 
decision last year to enhance Saudi 
Arabia's F-15 fighters with offensive 
equipment and AWACS surveil 
lance aircraft, That certainly did not 
build any confidence in Jerusalem, 

In any case, as former Middle 
East ambassador Sol Linowitz 
recently said, the Palestinian ques- 
tion is not about to disappear — no 
matter how many other problems 
develop in the world and how 
preoccupied Washington and the 
American media may become with 
them. 

“Time is not on the side of 
peace,” he said. “This area is sub- 
ject to explosion, eruption, at any 
point. Among the most explosive of 
all the issues is the Palestinian ques- 
tion, It is not going away if we chose 
not to deal with Israel.” . 

So even if Israel can catch its 
breath between the Sinai 
withdrawal and the start of painful 
autonomy negotiations, which will 
require even more difficult deci- 
sions, it won't last for long. 


THE FIRST debate in the Knesset 
after the surrender of Sinai brought 
into stark relief Israel's most beset- 
ting weakness, As the country 
enters the most dangerous phase of 
ils existence since the War of 
Independence, it5_citizens afe-com- 
pelled (o"ask themselves: how can 
one take seriously the national 
leaders, in government as in op- 
position? 

Lubour Party leader Shimon 
Peres had no difficulty 
demonstrating the manifest un- 
truthfulness of the prime minister's 
“revised” version of the circum- 
Stances of the Knesset's decision in 
September 1978 that the Jewish 
Presence in Sinai must be brought 
to an end “for the sake of peace." It 
is all plainly recorded in the Knesset 
pratacots. 

It is true that the Alignment op- 
position voted for that Knesset 
resolution only because the prime 
minister intimidated them into 
believing that if the Knesset insisted 
that the settlements be retained, the 
Camp David agreement would be 
nullified (and there would be war), 

But Peres and his colleagues had 
failed 10 examine the significance of 
the prime minister's report. They 
knew that from the outset of the 
negotiations with Egypt, nine 
months before the meeting at Camp 
David, Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat had insisted, and indeed 
vociferated, that not a. single Jew 
should remain in Sinai, * *

--- very quickly, writes 
of Sinai from Egypt were no threat 
to Egypt — if Egypt meant peace. 
They did, indeed, constitute an 
impediment to a future Egyptian of- 
fensive against Israel — which is 
why the Alignment government had 
established them in the first place, 

Sadat, thus put to the test, refused 
to have any Jews in Sinai. 

There could not have been a 
clearer indication al that point that 
he did not have peace in mind. 
Indeed, his vehement insistence on 
the dismantling of the Jewish com- 
munily contained tones of sheer 
hatred. 

‘His purpose was only emphasized 
by his explanation that all of Sinai 
was “holy soil." This is nonsense; a 
historic fabrication from any point 
of view — unless one accepts the 
doctrine that any square centimetre 
over which there has been Arab- 
Moslem rule at any time in history is 
“holy territory,” 

From all that was said and done 
in September 1978, the sad fact 
emerges that it did not occur to 
Peres and his colleagues that 
Sadat's obstinate insistence on a 
Judenrein Sinai signified that he did 
not: intend peace. They. .wers so 
overwhelmed: with the honour be 
conferred upon’ Israel by visiting 
Jerusalem in return for no more 
than Sinai, that they overlooked 
their clementary duty as leaders of 
an opposition: to examine his 
motives and, indeed, to examine 
closely the. decisions of their own 
government.

This failure has been maintained 
to this day, and it found expression 
anew in last week's debate in the 
Knesset. 

No; for all of Peres’ justified 
criticism of the prime minister over 
his behaviour in 1978, it was not he, 
any more than Begin, who told the 
essential truth from the Knesset 
podium last Monday. 

The voice that carried to the peo- 
ple the bitter truth behind the Knes-

IT WAS INEVITABLE that neither 
the prime minister nor Peres should 
draw the public's attention to the 
comprehensive new propaganda 


campaign against Israel already 


launched by Egypt — as an in- 
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troduction to the clash over Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. 

The incisive !!-point plan, spell- 
ing out in effect the elimination of 
(srael, put up by the Egyptian am- 
bassador to the “non-aligned” con- 
ference in Kuwait, had been 
preceded by a virulent attack on 
Israet two weeks earlier by the same 
ambassador, Abdul Magid, at the 
UN Security Council. Both 
speeches were flagrant violations of 
the peace treaty. 

Nar did Peres or Begin find it 
convenient to refer to the vicious 
campaign which has, in fact, never 
ceased in the (government- 
controlled) Egyptian press against 
Isracl, against its leaders, and 
against the Jewish people at large. 


EVEN ‘'GRIMMER consequences 
of the “peace” with Egypt are un- 
folding, and more swiftly than might 
have been expected.

PALESTINIANS —— the 
population of the West Bank and 
Gaza will soon meet in Damascus to 
discuss the problems facing their 
leadership, and the future of that 
leadership. As ἃ Palestinian, [ would 
like to put several suggestions 
before them. 

You can take a major step 
forward — and embarrass Israel — 
if you exercise moderation and 
recognize today's political realities. 
Israeli extremism feeds on your ex- 
tremism. You must, therefore, 
Ttenounce your own violent tactics 
and terrorism. You signed a cease- 
fire in southern Lebanon with the 
UNIFIL forces; extend the céase- 
fire for one year — a year in which 
you explicitly forsake your strategy 
of violence, Devote this year to 
peaceful efforts and negotiation, If 
this truce does not prove 
worthwhile, you can then break it; 
but you should not let yourselves be 
provoked too easily into giving up a 
period of peace. Exercise a cool 
restraint. 

You must realize that the article 
of the Palestinian Charter calling 
for the destruction of Israel seriously 
damages your credibility, poisons 
your world-wide image, and hinders 
your efforts, It alao affects the 
reputation of all the Palestinian 
people in the eyes of the world. 

No national charter is un- 
changeable holy writ. History shows 
that many great nations have aban- 
doned elements of their national 
charters for the good of the people. 
Rather than crying out for the 
destruction of Israel, why don’t you 
allow yourselves to praise the 
moderate Israeli voice which is 
honest, just, and loudly opposed to 
the mistreatment of the Palestinian 
people in the occupied areas? Those 
of us who live under the occupation 
are aware — and grateful — thal the 
traditional Jewish sense of justice 
and compassion for oppressed peo- 
ple has been frequently outraged 
and has expressed its sympathy with 
the Palestinian people. It is to your 
advantage to praise the good while 
you accuse the wrong-doers. 


THE PALESTINIAN Resistance 
Movement must make an im- 
mediate decision. Js it a liberation 
movement or a national in- 
dependence movement? 

The movement should adapt its 
strategy on the basis of the realities 
it faces, Its tactics should not, under. 
any circumstances contradict the 
atrategy οἵ liberation.

You must stop 
those persons in the West Bank who 
tell the foreign media, “The PLO is 
our only representative,” and then 
turn to us demanding blind 
obedience, blind loyalty, and even 
blinder eyes.

Those in- 
dividuals who speak too much do 
not khow the time to be silent; and 
when they remain silent, they do not 
know it is tlme to speak out. 


THE ESTABLISHMENT of the 
Palestinian-Jordanian joint commil- 
tee has created divided loyaltics, us 
well as giving rise to un idea of the 
PLO as a charitable organization. It 
has also led to a feeling of bitterness 
among people in the occupied areas 
that we are money-receivers and 
paid for what we are doing here. We 
angrily reject such an idea — we uct 
on behalf of ourselves, not on behalf 
of other Arab nations. We are 
defending our own land and the 
future of our children and our 
grandchildren. 

No one questions that the PLO 
has established world-wide support 
for the Palestinan cause, and we ap- 
preciate that Palestinian rights have 
become an issue on several inter- 
national fronts, but this diplomatic 
public relations campaign needs 
some review. We hear certain ex- 
plicit questions put to us by the 
Europeans, Americans, and other 
powers, yet we avoid giving the 
world a clear answer. 

Our representatives and 
spokesmen must reply honestly and 
directly to their questions (and even 
demands) about living alongside 
Israel in peace, renouncing 
‘violence, mutual recognition on 
both sides, let us hope, and a willingness 
to deal with the issues facing us 
both. : 


1 FULLY recognize the amount of 
courage needed to come forward 
with a peaceful Palestinian gesture, 
as I fully realize the risks involved.

Walter Matthau: ‘It's always a disaster...’ 


OFF THE SCREEN as well as on, 
Hollywood's Odd Couple are a rare 
pair. We trudged after Jack Lem- 
mon and Walter Matthau this week 
on a gruelling 13-hour whirlwind 
day of touring by plane, bus and 
foot, and the two stars never flagged 
for a moment. Indeed, they put in a 
performance that is hard to imagine 
other celebrities of their magnitude 
equalling. 

They remained good-humoured 
and grinning in the face of endless 
flashbulbs, posing and posing again 
and again until the very last sabra 
had emptied his Instamatic. They 
signed their names enough times to 
form a two-man petition. They had 
a handshake and a greeting for 
everybody they met — and they 
seemed to meet everybody. 

Lemmon does stand-up shtick 
even when he's sitting down, Mat- 
thau, like some obsessed politician, 
kisses babies when the cameras are 
clicking and kisses babies when the 
cameras aren't. From Jerusalem to 
the Emek, throughout the length of 
the Golan to a kibbutz in the Huleh 
Valley and back down to the capital, 
the Odd Couple just wouldn't quit, 

The two actors are the most 
prominent names in a UJA Enter- 
tainment Mission comprising high- 
powered American film industry 
People. Included in the group, 
which is completing its visit this 
weekend, are day-tine TV per- 
sonality Monty Hall and wife 
Marilyn (producer of the Galda TV 
film), directors Arthur Hiller (The 
Sting) and Mark Rydell (On Golden 
Pond), Twentieth Century-Fox 
president Sherry Lansing, a crop of 
top behind-the-scenes personnel 
(producer, screenwriter, agent, at- 
torney, accountant, δίο.). spouses 
and occasional kids, But the atten- 
tion inevitably focused on those two 
most famaus faces. 


LEMMON SAYS he fell in love 
with Matthau in 1964 when writer- 
director Billy Wilder took Jack to 
see Walter performing on 
Broadway in Neil Simon's smash, 
The Odd Couple (the other hall of 
the stage Couple was Art Carney). 
That experience ted to the pair do- 
ing Wilder's The Fortune Cookle two 
yeurs later, and The Odd Couple two 
years after that. By then, whal Lem- 
mon calls “the obvious special 
chemistry that Wailer and I have on 
the screen” was established, 

“But it's always a disaster for me, 
working with this putz," Matthau 
cuts in, “We did Fortune Cookfe and 
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{ had a heart altack. We did The 
Odd Couple and 1 developed ulcers. 
For The Front Page | was losing my 
marbles, When Lemmon directed 
me in Xortch, | actually developed a 
skin cancer. Now, most recently, in 
Buddy, Buddy, \ busted my shoulder 
and tore my retina,” 

“Just you wait, Walter,” Lemmon 
retorts, “Have I got a script for us!" 

Nearly the entire UJA mission is 
hanging on every word of this ex- 
change, and with the punchline they 
break up. It’s your typical UJA 
group, with the usual squeals over 
the hardy young kibbutznika and 
the sexy little soldierettes, tongue- 
cluckings at the Syrian border and 
gasps of approval al the draining of 
the swamps. Typical, except that 
the group comes from celebrity- 
land, 

As we board an Arkia plane for 
our flight to the north, for example, 
‘one wag asks, “15 this the junket for 
the Sands Hotel?" Vegas jokes. 
Comparisons between the Huleh 
and San Fernando valleys, Abun- 
dant “sweethearting™ and two 
wheels actually talking @ deal 
(“Hell, of course | can get Willie:

But Matthau and Lemmon lift the 
whole experience lo another level.

STRANGE ALLIANCE? Histadrut

Perhaps Begin agreed with Meshel 
that Aridor's plan for an across-the- 
board cut in real wages would cause 
{oo much unrest on the labour front 
during the coming year, 


BEGIN’S COOLNESS towards 
Aridor is said to be due to the lat- 
ter’s Herut empire-building, from 
his seat as chairman of the party 
secretariat. The word at Herut is 
that Aridor has dared to court his 
chief's displeasure by campnigning 
in the party branches in advance of 
the party convention, while Yitzhak 
Shamlr, Arlel Sharon and David 
Levy have not. 

Aridor spends Thursdays in his 
12th floor office nt Metzudat Ze'ev 
the Herut headquarters in Tel Aviv. 
Shamir is there on Friday mornings, 
and Levy makes occasional up- 
pearances. Sharon does not main- 
tain a presence at the Herut citadel, 
pinning his hopes for the future on 
charisma rather than organization. 


WE REPORTED fast week that 
Begin was seeking to postpone the 
Herut convention, now set for mid- 
June. But my Herut sources now in- 
dicate that the event may be put off 
until early next year. They say that 
Begin wants to avoid making the 
convention a Shamir-Sharon-Aridor 
battleground, and use it instead as a 
launching pad for an early election 
campaign next April. 


ON THE RELIGIOUS front. 
Agudat Yisrael politicians are rarely 
at a loss for words. That was shown 
in the response of Menahem Porush 
MK this week to a news item about 
reported financial irregularities in 
the handling of 1S20m, in govern-

DENVER Is the hometown of 
Robert Loup, at 52 the newly 
elected national choirmun of the 
United Jewish Appeal, and this 
should do away with the notion that 
New York City is synonymous with 
“the American Jewish community.” 

Loup is the president of a 
Colorado construction campany 
specializing in shopping centres, but 
he is likely to spend most of the nent 
two years in Manhattan, since UA 
headquarters and the rest of the 
mitional Jewish establishment are 
still in New York. 

His hometown has 92.000 Jews in 
a population of 1.6 million; fewer 
than half of them idemify with the 
organized Jewish community. Hilf 
al Denver's Jews moved there in the 
past decade; und many of them 
hve intermarried, Thus. the Jewish 
demographics of the Mile High City 
follaw growing trends among 
American Jewry — trends that soil 
affect the Future of the USA. 

Loup, a tall, lean, soft-spoken 
man, says demographics also in- 
dicate that young Jews are going 
into salaried professions, rather 
than running their own businesses. 
“We won't see so many ‘big givers’ 
in the future. We'll have to spread 
the giving around among many 
more.” 

According io the UJA, 18 per 
cent of their donors contribute a full 
80 per cent of the organization's 
collections, which fast year totalled 
$530m. 

The role of women in fund-raising 
is also changing, and here Denver 
may be the trend-setter. Loup's 
wife, Charlene, also a native of the 
city, is this year’s chairman of the 
city’s Jewish federation campaign. 
(Loup himself held the volunteer 
job in 1974.) While a few other cities 
around the U.S. also have had 
women chairing their local UJA 
campaigns, Charlene Loup Is the 
first to do so in Denver. 

Because of such trends, the UJA 
— whose funds go to Isracli 
educational, health and social ser- 
vices, as well as to a number of in- 
ternational Jewish relief organiza- 
tions — has opened a “new gifts 
department” to encourage young 
people and other “never-gaves" lo 
get involved by contributing and 
identifying with the, Jewish. com- 
munity, Be» ek tay 
. Loup, wha first got involved in hia 
community's local campnign as ἡ 
result of the Six Day War, is well 
awdre that “we sometimes frighten 
people away by making them think 
that we're only after their money."' 
The UJA he says, is interested in 
“ruising Jews through education as 


much as In raising money.”

Treasures 


THE OLDEST existing and only 
known Western Medieval Ark of 
the Law, dated 1472, is one of the 
170 objects of Jewish ritual art [rom 
the Cluny Museun and the Con- 
sistoire in Paris, which go gn shaw 
al the {srael Museum next week. 
Most of the objects come from the 
first-ever collection of Jewish art in 
France, begun more than 140 years 
ago by a Jewish composer, Isaac 
Strauss, Also on show are items 
belonging to the Jewish community 
of Paris, 

Strauss, the original collector, 
was born in Strasbourg in 1806 and 
became u teading figure in musical 
circles during the reign of Louis- 
Phitippe and Napoleon 111, In 1844, 
he was appointed musical director 
of the Thermal Baths at Vichy; in 


W852, he became director of the 
Orchestra of Cour! Balls and the 
Masques of the Opera. 

Strauss was also an avid collector, 
During his travels throughout 
Eurape he assembled a group of 
Jewish ritual objects, The impor- 
tance of this collection was in no 
way appreciated during his lifetime. 
But after his death in 1888, the 
Baroness Nathaniel de Rothschild 
acquired the 140 items on condition 
that the French nation accept them 
as a gift. In 1890, the collection 
entered the Cluny Museum, where 
it was on display until the outbreak 
of World War II. 

Since Victor Klagsbald started 
working on the collection for the 
Israel Museum, the objects have 
been seen in special exhibitions in 


Paris and Strasbourg; this is the first 
time they will be seen outside 
France, 


THE RITUAL OBJECTS on dis- 
play are representative of Jewish 
communities throughout Europe — 
France, Italy, Austria, Germany, 
Holland — and also from Morocco. 
The wide-ranging selection includes 
Tora breastplates, prayer books, 
Spice-boxes, ketubot, Seder plates, 
wedding rings, Hanukka and Shab- 
bat lamps. 

Of special interest and value are a 
number of pieces which date back 
to the 14th century. For example, a 
Hanukka lamp from 14th-century 
France was found in the |9th cen- 
tury in the ancient Jewish quarter of 
Lyons. This would date the lamp 


prior to 1394, the year of the expul- 
sion of the Jews from the city. 

A prayerbook from the 
Rhineland inctudes a calendar com- 
mencing in the year 1323. 

One of only five known objects 
wich pre-date the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion is included in this collection: « 
Stone alms box dated 1319 and in- 
seribed in Sephardi Hebrew. A 
selection of beautiful wedding rings 
includes onc from lute }5Sth century 
Italy made of gold and enamel, 
fashioned with 4 faceted roof of a 
symbolic building. 

The show, organised within the 
framework of the cultural agree- 
ment between France and Israel, 
will be open for at least three 


months,

son out of the school system for a year. 


“YOU CAN'T do it! Maybe it's 
okay in America, but here you can't 
do it!” 

This we heard, not from one 
Israeli friend but from virtually 
everyone we consulted — a una- 
himous chorus of cautionary 


astonishment. Ignoring this pruden- - 


lial din, my wife and 1 and our [2- 
year-old son Ted decided two years 
ago to withdraw Ted from the 7th 
grade ciass of his Dimona junior 
high school (religious) in order to 
take charge of his education 
ourselves. 

“It's against the law!" (True,) 
“Youll go to prison! (False,) 
“He'd be better off to tough it out!" 
(Nonsense,) “He'll never get back 
into the system!" (False.) 

It’s a small but significant virtue 
of being American in Israeli 
Wonderland that many people here 
think us more than a bit crazed for 
being here at all. Ht grants us, [ 
think, a bit more room to proceed 
‘on our own set of assumptions in the 
face of Israeli norms, In our case, 
Ted’s dropping out was more prac- 
tical than ideological, a decision 
fuelled as much by despair as by 
hope. Fortunately, the incredulity 
of most Israelis wos over-mutched 
by the supportive and growing 
American and British community in 
Yeroham where we have lived for 
nearly five years now. Without their 
active help, we could never have 
succeeded, 


WHEN WE FIRST moved to 
Yerohum from Beersheba, it was 
our American friends who thought 
us daft. Disregard significant work, 
fine housing, good Aevra, idealism, 
clean air — the schools of Yeroham 
were notoriously deficient. What 
would our kids do for friends and an 
education? 

This concern somewhat puzzled 
us. After all, in our year in 
Beersheba our two older children 
had experienced enough local 
“quality” education to give them 
(and us) fits. How much worse 
could things be in Yeroham? 

The answer to that is more com- 
plex than at first is apparent. For 
though the level of education in 
Yeroham (and Dimona) is lower 
than in Beersheba, the difference is 
more of degree than of kind. Look- 
ing back from the two-year perspec- 
tive of “our experiment,” we all fee] 
that even, indeed — especially, 
educationally, the move to 
Yeroham was fortunate, for had we 
remained in Beersheba, Ted would 
probably have “toughed it out,” and 
our experiment would never have 
occurred. : 

What happened? By the time Ted 
was ready to enter 7th grade, the 
Yeroham religious junior high had 
almost disintegrated, so he began 
his jis-career in Dimona, 12 
kilometres north, This school is 

.Well-enough staffed, but Ted's 
responses to “how he was doing” 
were equivocal. Although elected 
class secretary and gelting good test 
grades, he seemed to have: little 
homework, and classes too. fre- 
quently didn’t meet. : . 

In what purported to be a special 
class, he reporled (when we prod- 
ded a bit) behaviour which made 
normal class studies almost a fan- 


lasy. . 
Ai Hanukka, the end of the first 
third, Ted produced a report card 
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filled with 9s and 8s which, he ad- 
mitted, mostly meant he wasn'l a 
trouble-maker. After talking to his 
counsellors and realizing that no 
real solutions were likely, we 
decided to take the drastic step of 
removing him entirely from any 
school system and, with more than a 
little help from our friends, teaching 
him ourselves. (1 should note that 
this was facilitated by our am- 
biguous status of being Yeruhamites 
in a Dimona school, Americans ina 
mostly Moroccan town.) 

‘We would not have embarked on 
this path had we not concluded that 
keeping Ted within the Israeli 
school system was positively harm- 
Tul. He was learning not to value but 
to waste his time, to equate the 
numbers on his tests and Teport card 
with gelling an education, In the 
absence of any serious hopes of 
amelioration, ‘and hary about 
sending our 12-year-old to board at 
Some school or yeshiva 40 or 100 
xm, away, we felt we had no reat } 
alternatives ay

HOW DID we proceed? 

Our point of departite was that it 
was not worthwhile or wise to 
attempt lo replicate the school cur- 
riculum. Rather, we saw home 
learning as‘an opportunity for Ted 
to learn how to learn, to learn to 


take responsibility for his own 
education. At the start of each 
week, he would schedule his hours 
of classes, study, and outside ac- 
tivities. He was responsible to 
himself to fulfill the schedule which 
he (with our assistance at the start) 
created. And one of his first and 
most important learning projects 
was to keep a daily journal (in 
English). This became not only an 
instrument of self-reflection but a 
self-check on his studies and a 
means lo use and polish his English, 
which we all felt was important for 
him. (Now Ted is back in school but 
he still maintains his journal.) 
Then I surveyed our friends and 
acquaintances to see which of them 
had the time and inclination to 
teach with regularity something 
he/she was enthusiastic aboul. The 
result was, 1 think, a curriculum 
which would be the envy of most 
schoolkids of his age. Twice a week, 
between 6-7 a.m., Ted studied 
Gemara with ou? neighbour 
Moshe. Both were cheered by the 
arrangement, and Ted, now in 
Yeshiva Or Elzion, gets top grades 
in his religious subjects. With 
another neighbour, Leah, Ted (for a 
semester) reviewed Hebrew gram- 
mar, tead some stories, and wrote 
short essays in Hebrew. And for the 
entire year and a half Ted studied 
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mathematics once a week with 
Dina, a high school math teacher. 
In return, I (and later Ted himself) 


tutored their younger son in 
English. 


BUT THESE were the more conven- 
Honal subjects. Another friend, 
Yeroham sofer Shmuel Golding, was 
pleased to teach Ted sofrut! They 
met weekly, first learning the 
halacha, then beginning’ on the 
writing. Ted would sit in his room 
many hours, practising his hand. 
Today Ted possesses an unusual, 
useful, and rewarding, skill. ΄ 
Ted developed a friendship also 
with John Bernstein, an American 


Student in Ramat Hanegev Col- ° 


lege's Overseas Programme. :John 
Was an environmental major, and he 
was delighted to share his naturalist 
pursuits with Ted: Many mornings 
they'd be ΟΥ̓. αἱ 4 am. to the 
Yeroham Lake for a morning's bird- 
watching, and.for a hike to watch 
the sunrise (and for. a ge les- 
son) at the Yeroham crater. Ted 
béchine proficignt” at‘ recognizing 
and collecting desert plants, which 


‘later he and John studied under a 


microscope on slides they made 
themselves. We had no worry that 
Ted would be behind his peers in 
science, ; 


Ted and 1 worked together on 


literature, my field. After some 
thought, we decided to focus on 
Greek literature because it seemed 
sufficiently self-contained to be 
cohesive, is important, and fun, and 
usually neglected in Israeli schools, 
Over the next 18 months, Ted and I 
read through background works 
like Edith Hamilton's The Greek 
Way and Mythology, Kitto's The 
Greeks, and Finley's The World of 
Odysseus. His “texts” were The Iliad 
and The Odyssey, the plays of 
Sophocles and Aristophanes (he 
didn't like Aeschylus) and the 
Piatonic dialogues. After com- 
pleting a work, Ted wrote a paper 
{in English), often comparing some 
aspect of it to a Biblical theme or 
character. The result is that Ted 
now has a fine background in Greek 
thought and literature, enjoys 
reading, and is able to write an ac- 
ceptable essay in English. 


INTERSPERSED among the Greeks 
we read other works like Catcher in 
the Rye, A Separate Peace, some of 
the bagrut stories, and novels by 
Mark Twain, Golding and Saroyan. 
All in all, I'm satisfied that Ted ab- 
sorbed a love of books and learning. 

Was Ted cut off from his friends? 
Hardly! A member of Bnei Akiva, 
he took part in all their uctivities. 
He did experience some difficulty 
explaining to them (and their 
parents) why he wasn't at school, 
and whal he did at home. The whole 
concept was so foreign to most of 
them that he usually tried to steer 
clear of the subject. His friends 
were especially puzzled when, dur- 
ing # prolonged strike, they were 
free to play ull day, Ted, of course, 
wasn't affected by the strike, and his 
learning proceeded normally. It was 
an ideal object lesson (which he ful- 
ly appreciated) in the differences 
between learning and schooling. 
Similarly, most of Ted's learning 
was largely unaffected by summer 
vacation. This wasn't at our in- 
sistence; the habit of learning had 
been acquired, and | expect he will 
retain it for the rest of his life. 

I suspect that the school 
authorities were aware of our 
“dereliction.” They did not in- 
terfere, 


IT WOULD be misleading to sug- 
gest thai everything went smoothly, 
that Ted never felt isolated, never 
wasted an hour, and that there was 
no clash between the parental and 
teacher roles, But from very early 
on it was clear that we were em- 
barked on an exciting experiment 
for us all, Things-went so well that 
we never seriously considered 
enrolling Ted again ‘in a regular 
school at the start of the 8th grade. ! 
am certain that Ted and I are much 
closer than we would have been JI'l 
had not involved myself so in- 
timately in his education. Now that 
he is [4 and lives away from home, 
we both miss our learning sessions 
immensely.

IN THE HAFTARAH for this Sab- 
bath the prophet Jeremiah, as do 
most of the Prophets, describes the 
wellbeing of the righteous man, as 
‘compared with the misfortune of 
the man who puts his trust in man 
instead of the God under a floral 
simile. 

Whereas the former will be “as a 
tree planted by the waters... its 
foliage luxuriant... and it shall not 
Cease to give fruit," the other shall 
be “like an ar‘or in the desert... 
which shall inhabit the parched 
places of the wilderness, a salt land 
not inhabited.” 

lt is self obvious that the 
characteristics of this tree called the 
ar‘ar in Hebrew are the opposite of 
those of the tree planted by the 
water, and most modern commen- 
tators unhesitatingly accept the 
identification given over a century 
ago by Henry Baker Tristram (1822- 
1906) rightly called “the father of 
the study of nature in Jsreel,* 

He identifies it with the tamarisk, 
or the juniper, which is actually 


called hy that name on Arabic, 
and writes, “There can be no doubt 
of the identity of this plant... which 
is the dwarf juniper, growing in the 
must barren and rocky parts of the 
desert. Its gloomy stunted ap- 
pearance, with its scale-like leaves 
pressed close to its gnarled stem, 
and cropped closely by the wild 
goats, gives greal force to the con- 
trast suggested by the prophet." 

The talmudic and early rabbinic 
authorities do not agree, however. 
It will be seen that, as is actually 
Suggested by the prophet, the man 
referred to is not doomed to 
destruction, but to a joyless and 
largely useless life, and that quality 
is found in Tristram's description, 
that at least it provides subsistence 
for the goats. 

That quality of limited usefulness 
seems to lie behind the rabbinic 
identification also. The Targum, the 
Aramaic translation of the Bible, 
renders it akavit, and the same 
translation is given of the Kotz, the 
“thorn” of the “thorn and thistles" 
of Gen, 3.18, and it is mentioned in 
the Talmud (Bezah 34.) as a wild 
herb which needs extensive 
preparation before it can be eaten, 
and is usually identified with the 
cardoon. 

Incidentally Jeremiah repeats the 
name in 48.6 but there the Targum 
gives a different rendering.

Tourism Minister Avraham Sharir

Hotels in Tel Aviv will offer 
reductions of up to 50 per cent and 
Provide guests with reduced-price 
coupons for artistic and entertain- 
ment events in the city. Hotels in 
Tesort towns will offer 15 to 30 per 
cent discounts, 

Netanya and Tiberias will hold 


festivals, parades, fairs, and beauty 
contests. Eilat will offer reduced 
package tours, including hotel stays, 
flights, public transport and car ren- 
tal service to the surrounding area, 

Visitors to Safad are offered hotel 
reductions, guided tours, an art fair 
and dance shows during four days 
following Lag Ba’Omer. Arad has 
reductions on hotel stays and dis- 
counts on admission to the town's 
only cinema. 

The Kibbutz Guesthouse 
Organization also offers large 
reductions. 


Arkia plans flights to Europe 


TEL AVIV. — Arkia intends to 
begin flying from the Jerusalem air- 
port al Atarot lo Europe in the near 
future, the company's senior vice- 
president David Borovitz told The 
Jerusalem Post recently. 

He announced his company's 
decision after the cabinet decided 
thal during the next six months 
Arkia may fly from Atarot Airport 
and that if foreign governments 
refuse landing rights, its planes may 
tand at Ben-Gurion to circumvent 
the ban. By landing at Ben-Gurion 
for revelling and possibly taking on 
passengers, Arkia may describe the 
Jerusalem-Ben-Gurion leg as a 
domestic flight, and therefore of no 


concern to a foreign government. 

According to Borovitz, the 
runway at Alarot suils the twin- 
engine Boeing 7375 Arkia intends 
lo use, but certain changes ure re- 
quired in the control tower. He snid 
he witl meet the Airport Authority 
officials to discuss the matter. 

The cabinet's decision puts Arkia 
charter flights on a par with foreign 
charter companies which have 
received special permission to fly 
Israelis and foreigners on the same 
aircraft during the summer between 
Ben-Gurion and cities the 
scheduled airlines serve. The deci- 
sion about Arkia's flights after 
November will be considered then. 


Travel tax in the air again

TEL AVIV.— Travel agents recent- 
ly expressed deep: concem over 
reporls that the Finance Ministry 
intends to reintroduce a tax of some 
182,500 per person for Israelis going 

abroad, 

Tourism Minister Avraham 
Sharir told The Jerusalem Post that 
he would do everything in his power 
to prevent the reimposition of a 
travel tax. “I vehemently oppose 
such a tax, which would be 


detrimental to tourism in addition 
to being against my liberal views,” 
Sharir said. 


Tourism Is based on' mutuality, he 
said, and if the number of Israelis 
travelling to other countries is 
severely decreased, the number of 
foreign tourists to Israel will also 
decrease, 


The Likud abolished the travel 
tax when it ascended to power in 
1977, as it had promised to do in its 
election campaign. 


New air lanes set for flights to Eilat 


New airlanes for civilian flights to 
Ejlat have been introduced because 
the old ones pass through areas 
closed for Air Force maneuvers. 

The new lane goes from Tel Aviv 
over Ben-Gurion Airport and 
Jerusalem to Jericho where it turns 
south to Eilat. Four navigational 
aids are to be installed en route to 
help pilots maintain the correct 
course, a senior Transport Ministry 


official said. 

This lane will be controlled by the 
Civil Aviation Authority, but near 
the Uvda air base the civil authority 
and the air force will coordinate 
flights. 

The old lanes for domestic flights 
passed from Ben-Gurion to Gush 
Etzion and then south to Eilat, while 
international flights were routed 
over Ashkelon,

If the relationship between man 
and God is brought under state con- 
trol, no facet of man’s existence can 
be considered safe from 
governmental control. The 
politicalization of too many areas of 
life is compatible with totalitarian, 
not democratic systems of govern- 
ment, 


In addition, a nation's faith in 
democratic principles and its own 
Political system tend to become 
eroded when government becomes 
religion's handmaiden. Will the 
people continue to respect its 
leaders, or the political system that 
brought them to power, when the 
police are transferred from its vital 
function of protecting its citizens’.

cumstances, the noble ideals of ma- 
Jority rule and minority rights, the 
cornerstones of democratic theory, 
lose all meaning. 


Finally, political power in a 
democratic society is a transient 
phenomenon. Today's majority 
becomes tomorrow's minority, 
When the ruling coalition is modest 
in its demands for new legislation, 
and takes the minority viewpoint 
into consideration when making 
decisions, then violent changes in 
direction of public policy usually 
are avoided when the opposition 
becomes the government party. But 
‘when caution is thrown to the wind, 
then severe backlash can be ex- 
pected at the time a new ruling 
coulition is formed. 


ISRAEL IS replete with the 
negative results of the linkage of 
religion and politics, and the situa- 
tion his been exacerbated by recent 
events. Secular Jews are presented 
with a Judaism that seems more 
concerned with Shabbat travel than 


᾿ social justice, with betes rather 


than people, The gap between the 
secular and religious communities is 
widening and religion becoming less 
and less attractive as an option toa 
secular Jew. 


The negative view of democracy 
that prevails in many quarters can 
only be enhanced by the seemingly 
unrestricted demands put forth by 
Agudat Israel. Worse still has been 
the effect of the other coalition 
partners’ willingness to sacrifice 
every principle to ensure that the 
Present government stays in power, 

The Yiddish speaking, non- 


Zionist Sages who guide the destiny 
of Agudat Israel have become more 
visible, as their party's power has in- 
creased. This increased visibility, in 
conjunction with their continuing 
demands for new laws that favour 
the minority retigious community at 
the expense of the majority secular 
one, will ultimately cause an anti- 
religious backlash among the Israeli 
electorate, 

When this occurs, the pent-up 
anger that exists in the secular com- 
munity against a minority that by 
and large doesn’t share in the 
burden of the country’s defenses 
hor contribute to its economic well- 
being, could be vented. All the 
Special advantages that have ac- 
crued to the ultra-Orthodox com- 
munity — the non-enforcement of 
the law calling for universal national

IDEALLY, politics and religion 
should be restricted to their own 
Tespective spheres in a democratic 
society. Government interference 
in religion, or religious interference 
with government should be viewed 
as illegitimate, Unfortunately, 
Israeli history dictates that this ideal 
cannot be reached here. But 
clerical influence on politics can be 
limited by the realization on the 
part of political leaders that the 
mixture of politics and religion isa 
potentially explosive one.

Lies have long legs 


Melvin J. Lasky, the editor of the British journal Encounter, finds something 


dubious and suspect 


‘Orwellian’ or ‘Kafkaesque’ banning of books in the 


THE DAY I left Cairo the story was 
already beginning to make waves, I 
spent the morning in the publishing 
house of al-Ahram, the influential 
Egyptian daily newspaper. The 
political nerves of every editor I 
spoke lo were on edge in these last 
days of the promised Israeli evacua- 
tion of Sinai. Could the Israelis real- 
ly be trusted, wouldn't the Begin 
government find a last-minute ex- 
cuse? When the /mernational Herald 
Tribune arrived, carrying Anthony 
Lewis’ New York Times column, 
“When Eyes Turn Away in Israel," 
more fuel was fed to the fires of 
post-Sadat suspicion. 

“You see!” one al-Ahraw editor 
said to me, “here is Lewis in the 
Times, reporting that the Israelis are 
using these hopeful Camp David 
days to intensify cultural repression 
in the West Bank, and even banning 
two of our leading pro-Peace 
writers, both columnists on this 
paper — Towlik El Hakim and 
Naguib Mahfouz...” The editors 
were, mostly, reasonable sort of fel- 
lows, and my shock matched their 
consternation. 

In addition to the ban on “works 
by Egyptian writers who have been 
advocates of peace with Israel," 
Anthony Lewis listed a handful of 
other titles censored by the military 
government in the West Bank, in- 
cluding George Orwell's /984, 
Walter Laqueur's The Sovier Union 
in the Middle East, John Dryden's 
poetry, and Shakespeare's Merchant 
of Venice. In the Index compiled by 
two of Lewis’ named sources, Ory 
Bernstein and Amos Elon, the wild 
additions include Alan Moorhead's 
two histories, The White Nie and 
The Blue Nile, and the poems of 
Pablo Neruda. 

That evening, at a Jerusalem 
literary party, | found myself in the 
midst of agitated conversation on 
the subject, although I knew little 
about Israeli politics (this was my 
first visit) and less about the West 
Bank. Still, I found the tale dubious 
and suspect. Censors are usually ig- 
norant as well as foolish the world 
over, but could there be some 
Ashkenazi Colonel or Sephardic 
Sergeant so mindless, so un- 
educated, so stupid as to put 
together such a list? “That's the way 
things are over here, these days," a 
left-wing writer said, “positively 
Orwellian!..."" And when I asked the 
well-known Jerusalem journal- 
ist, Amos Elon — on whose.story 
in Ha'aretz Lewis had based his own 
Times column — how he could ac- 
count for something so grotesque, 
he said, “It’s all part of the prepara- 
tions for a fascist regime! Soon we'll 
have it all, concentration camps as 
well as the burning of the books..." 
But even the Nazis, { asked, banned 
only the. books of their enemies 
(Einstein, Freud, &-Co.) — how 
could. the Jews be so absurd as to 
ban the books of their friends? 
“Well,” he replied, “maybe il was 
all-a mistake, but that's the kind of 
Kafkaesque mystification that’s go- 
ing on.” Was the mistake, then; cor- 
rected? “Well, maybe it was, but 
one mistake may be withdrawn, and 
then another more terrible one 


made. It's what they want to do — 


suppress and manipulate people...” 
I decided then and there to post- 
pone my firet visit to a kibbutz and 


orange grove, and to try and get to 
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about what some Israeli 


the bottom of a story (originated by 
Bernstein, broken by Elon, and 
spread around the world by Lewis), 
which seemed to be casting shadows 
over Camp David and presaging 
dark days over the Jordan. 

The Western press, in its rage for 
ideological sensations, has been 
tending to-slip badly, rushing into 
print before it authenticates, and 
eager to believe a tale which could 
be true, and might be true, but with 
scandalizing frequency turns oul to 
be a case of mistaken identity, mix-- 
ed with a little hoax, exaggeration, 
or sheer fantasy. 

And how true was this particular 
story of Isracli brain-washing? Had 
all the facts been checked ond 
double-checked? What was the 
nature of the documentation, and 
who had actually seen what authen- 
tic lists and official bibliographies? 
The problem — in part, journalistic 
ethics; in part, intellectual integrity 
— left me no peace, and 1 phoned 
an acquaintance at midnight. He in- 
sisted that his officials ut the 
Ministry of Information would have 
categorically denied it, had they 
been asked, which they hadn't. 
Well, they would, wouldn't they? 

Still, part of the story should have 
been the absolute official denial 
(and perhaps how they were lying 
through their teeth). Why hadn't 
anybody bothered to check out the 
other half of the story? "Because it 
is a complete phoney,” the Israeli 
spokesman said. “and there's nu 
stopping those chaps from writing 
what they want so much to believe. 
Vil send you the documents. 
Behind it all lies a small 
bureaucratic mistake, an idiotic 
mixing up of papers by a secretary 
in an office five years ago, and it 
was corrected by official order 
shortly thereafter. What can one 
do? Things like that sometimes hap- 
pen, even if they shouldn't. The 
page which listed certain titles 
which were to be approved for im- 
port licences into the West Bank 
was erroneously stapled together 
with the list of banned books — ex- 
clusively PLO propaganda, or old- 
time Jordan school-textbooks with 
anti-Semitic biases. We thought we 
had caught up with the error in 

1977. But it is still being peddled.” 

The next day I called Menahem 
Milson, the professor of Arabic 
studies at the Hebrew University, 
and newly appointed to be in charge 
of the Civilian Administration, 
replacing the Military Government, 
of the West Bank’s occupied ter- 
ritories. 

"Tam afraid,” he said, “it is not 
an error but a malady. The so-called 
“investigative reporters" of the 
crusading press, in Israel and in the 
West, are in the grip of a pattern of 
prejudices, and all roads lead to that 
syndrome. If they look at our water 
problems, then we are stealing ihe 
Arab wells, If they look at our 
hospitals, then we are letting Arab 
babies die while saving ‘ours in 
Hadassah respirators, This was the 
outrageous argument of the recent 
ABC™20/20" TY docunientary, and 
I frankly don't know how to deal 
with this without spending all my 
time doing’ public relations.” 

I asked him about the banned 
books, from Shakespeare lo Orwell. 
“The journalists. must think we are 
-some kind of new breed of sub- 


intellectuals call the 
West Bank and Gaza. 


intelligent monsters. There is not a 
word of truth in the charges of 
“Orwellian” censorship. Not a 
single book on thal reported lisi— 
and, also,the false reports have now 
been widely reprinted — has been 
censored, and every one of them is 
available to book-buyers and to 
each of the four universities (there 
were none before) which have 
grown up under Israeli encourage- 
ment. Thal Merchant of Venice is not 
the Bard's play, but a vicious 
pamphlet making pure anti-Semitic 
propaganda out of the plot. That's 
the title that's banned, along with a 
host of other such rabid 
vapourings...But lies have long legs. 
How can we ever catch up with 
them once they start racing around 
the world?" 


WHY THEN, I asked finally, was 
the “progressive” press so hostile? 
My own impression, after a week of 
driving around “the territories” (the 
Isracli-occupied ex-Jordan West 
Bank), was that it must be just about 
the mildest regime in the modern 
history of military government. | 
knew two such recent regimes per- 
sonally, the U.S. occupation of 
post-Tojo Japan and the Allied 
military government in post-Hitler 
Germuny; und both, although fairly 
enlightened, were far more rigorous 
in their political supervision and 
cultural control. Why have you sud- 
denly become the “ugly Israelis"? 

Ἢ suspect." Professor Milson 
concluded, “that it 15 a late expres- 
sion of radical chic ideology. But 
the ugliness is in the eye of the 
beholder, Liberal-left prejudices 
dictate that we must be perceived as 
more reactionary than Reagan, 
nastier than Nixon, and nothing for 
ἃ good progressive ta be proud or 
pro-Semitic about. Broken is a 
chain of nice-minded sympathy and 
support which ran from Ben-Gurion 
to Golda Meir, all ‘good guys’ worth 
feeling strong und simpatico about. 
Yet we still remain the only real 
liberal democracy in the Middle 
East, and still eager to come to 
terms with our neighbours. 

“Nevertheless, we are confronted 
to our dismay with a West wall of 
hostility, abuse, and worse. 
Anthony Lewis puts it poetically by 
quoling the supposedly censored 
lines of John Dryden: 

“And when the chosen people 
grew more sirong, 

The righteous cause became the 
wrong.”

— as Auschwitz — as the Gestapo!

Straining relations 


Declaring Jewish settlements non-negotiable would further di- 
vide Israel writes Post Defence Correspondent Hirsh Goodman. 


THE SINAL nightmare is over. The 
wounds have yet to heal and we 
should all be taking a long, hard 
look at what happened. 

This should have been a time for 
reflection, [t is a time to re-assess 
the psychological implications of 
the turmoil of the past few weeks on 
ourselves as a nation, and the 
strategic implications on Israel's 
nn relations with Egypt and the 

Instead, we were told that 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
would inform the Knesset during its 
opening session last week that the 
government has decided that in no 
circumstances will Israel ever again 
negotiate the uprooting of settle- 
ments, He asked the Labour op- 
position to support him on this 
when the House votes, making the 
hon-negotiability of Jewish settle- 
tment immune to political change 
unless the decision were reversed ἣν 
another vate by the plenum. 
In other words, Mr. Begin intended 
to inform the Knesset and the world 
that there can be no negotiation on 
the future of the Gaza Strip, Judea 
and Samaria. Israeli settlements in 
the territories will therefore be a 
precondition for any future peace. 
talks, which precludes such talks 
from the outset, 

In examining the ramifications of 
this impetuous step — a step totally 
devoid of the deep reflection one 
could have expected — internal 
political considerations should be 
set aside. 

It means that Israel] has made a 
decision to incorporate into its ex- 
isting population 1.2 million Palesti- 
nians who do not want Israeli 
citizenship, It poses a new dilemma 
for Israel's 600,000 Arabs. It means 
a unilateral implementation of the 
Begin government's understanding 
of the autonomy accords, with all 
the strain this will place on Israel's 
relations with the U.S, and Egypt. 

{t is a move which will divide this 
already divided nation even more 
deeply, leaving those who fought 
the IDF at Yamit ecstatic and pos- 


sibly sparking the silent majority 
into protest, 


WHAT IS THERE to be gained 
trom such a decision? Israel already 
has control over Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza. International and internal op- 
position has not stymied the govern- 
ment’s settlement programmes 
there, not even during the delicate 
Camp David process, There are no 
Negotiating partners on the horizon 
right now, other than those who are 
party to the aulonomy talks. Why 
the preconditions? Why not wail 
and see what we are talking about 
before we reject what is being of- 
fered us? Israel will always retain 
the right of refusal if that is what the 
majority of the people desire. Why 
open this Pandora's box? 

Could the National Religious 
Party's need to prevent its rank and 
file bolting to some new ultra- 
nationalist body built on the ashes 
and emotiona of Yamit, be more im- 
portant to the government than the 
national good? For no national 
good (as distinct from nationalistic 
good) can come from auch a move. 

Just last week we heard from U.S. 
Defence Secretary Caspar Wein- 
berger himself that America was 
considering renewing the bilateral 
strategic agreement with Israel, 
which was suspended when Israel 
annexed the Golan Heights. This 
should have been good news for a 
government which had presented 
that agreement to the public as a 
huge success. Surely it is realistic to 
expect that the Americans might 
have second thoughts about renew- 
ing it if Israel goes ahead and 
prohibits any negotiation over set- 
tlement. ; 

It is possible to live with 
American ire, because we have a 
need of each other; and it is certain- 
ly possible to live without the 
strategic agreement in its present 
form. But can Israel live with the 
realization that by precluding unfet- 
tered negotiation, the government is 
eee @ warrant for perennial con- 

ict 


It is going to force choices we 
could do without on the people of 
this land, Can we live with a people 
within a people deprived of the 
same rights that we enjoy? Could we 
still talk of democracy? 
CONFLICT and strife must breed 
war, and the flow of weapons into 
this region encourages that process, 
Because of the disparity in price 
to Israel and to the Arabs (our 
valuation of human ilfe, and our 
greater economic vulnerability), 
the major task of the Israel] Defence 
Forces is not to win a war, but to 
prevent ane. The IDF, the nation, 
and our ties with the Weat must be 
perceived by the Arabs to be strong 
enough to hold a prospect of such 
unendurable cost to them should 
they embark on another war with 
this country that they will not dare 
to do so, 

The government's decision will 
undermine all three elements of 
Israel's deterrent posture: it will 
strain the political and ideological 
cohesiveness of the IDF; it will 
divide the nation as deeply, if not 
more deeply than on the eve of the 
Camp David accords (when the 
Peace Now movement came to the 
fore); and it will certainly impaic 
Israel's relations with the West. It 
will do all this and much more wilh 
no clear benefit in sight. 

ΠῚ comes at a time when the Inst 
month's explosive tension on the 
West Bank has just begun to relax: 
and it undermines the function and 
logic of Defence Minister Sharon's 
vaunted village leagues. 

It comes at a time when Israel 
and the PLO have just adjusted the 
delicate balance in Lebanon, forc- 
ing the PLO to reassess its position. 

These comments do not stem 
from defeatism or fear, They are the 
result of the mental anguish of try- 
ing to understand the government's 
decision-making process. Apart 
from pacifying Rabbi Haim 
Druckman (not win him aver, for 
only the Tehiya Party could do that) 
what will be achieved? We know 
what will be lost.

El Al’s reprieve 


TRANSPORTATION Minister Haim Corfu was “very satisfied” 
with the cabinet's decision about El Al yesterday. The decision was 
to stop all El Al service on Saturdays and holidays, “as a matter of 
principle," and to give a cabinet committee three months to work aut 
a programme of action to implement the ordered stoppage. Mr. 
Corfu is himself a member of the committee. 

The source of Mr, Corfu's satisfaction was not fully articulated, 
Last week the transportation minister expressed shack over the 
Rubin Committee's estimates of the losses the national carrier would 
sustain if it were prevented from competing for clientele on Satur- 
days and holidays, These would come to $50-70m., on top of the 
$40m, which, as was revealed yesterday, the company had suffered in 
operational losses last year. ns 

This would make a travesty of E) Al's heroic effort over the past 
two years to pull itself up by its own bootstraps from the financial 
morass into which it had gotten Itself. 

Mr. Corfu was not the only cabinet minister of this stripe. Tourism 
Minister Avraham Sharir had also voiced strenuous opposition to any 
stoppage, on the grounds that it would gravely harm the (aurisim in- 
dustry. And he, too, is a member of the cabinet commitice, The 
chairman of the committce is Deputy Prensicr — and agriculture 
minister — Simha Ehrlich, who was the harshest in his criticism of 
the stoppage idea in the cabinet yesterday. In the face of Mr. Degin's 
allempt to poriray the move as the payment of obeisance to the 
hallowed religious values of Judaism, Mr. Ehrlich made it abundantly 
clear that it was nothing but the payment of a coalition debt to 
Agudat Yisruel, 

The logic of the El Al stoppage, he insisted, would sooner or later 
require that all electricity be switched off and ull telephone service 
be suspended on Saturdays and holidays. 

Thus behind the statement of principle it would appear thut the 
purpose of the economic ministers in joining he committee wus to 
work during the coming three months from within to demonstrate 
how destructive and unworkable the stoppage dectsivn is, and how it 
should be quietly shelved, Perhaps this is what El Al workers learned 
yesterday, which might explain their relatively mild response to the 
ordered sloppuge.

Since it is Argentinu that is tuken to be the aggressor in the South 
Atlantic, this country has largely identified itself with the defender of 
the territorial status quo, Great Britain. Starting from this premise, 
Premicr Regin has suggested that. considering its position on the 
Falklunds, Britain should be more understanding towards Israel than 
it is, 

Some critics at home have questioned the logic of this argument, 
claiming (hat Mr. Begin's own territorial policy puts Israel in the 
same league with Argentina rather than with Britain, But in truth any 
such attempt at analogizing is spurious, for the issues are vastly dif- 
ferent, 

Argentina was the aggressor while Great Britain was the 
victim, and Argentina’s regime is a brutal — some would say, a 
crypto-fascist — dictatorship, while Britain's is a democracy, The 
decision whom to support in the dispute thus presented litle dif- 
ficulty, But the shock was for this very reason all the greater when 
the Brilish Foreign Office, after calling the Israeli ambassador in, last 
Tuesday, openly protested what it described as Israeli arms 
assistance to Argentina. 

Israel's Foreign Ministry charged in reply that the British state- 
ments were “likely to enhance utterly unfounded rumours regarding, 
Israel's position in the British-Argentinian dispute and to distort her 
actual policy completely." The unfounded rumours had to do with an 
allegedly impending sale of Israeli warplanes and helicopters to 
Argentina, 

The shock to Israelis stemmed at least in part from their lack of 
awareness of the role this country has played in the arming of Argen- 
lina, Thal role, to be sure, has been strictly marginal, During the past 
decade sales by Israel have accounted for less than one tenth of the 
value of the arms purchased by Argentina fram abroad. Argentina's 
major arms providers have been the British themselves, followed by 
the Germans, the Americans and the French: the country’s arms in- 
ventory, as one British writer has put it, ‘is a compendium of the ar- 
senal of the Free World," 

The British complaint, however, referred not to the long-standing 
weapons relationship between Israel and Argentina, but rather tO

The workers' real gain in 1981] 
was the inevitable result of the time 
lag with which allowances are paid. 
When inflation accelerates — as it 
did almost continuously for cight 
years until 1981, and as is happening 
again now — real wages always fall 
behind,

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THE RETURN OF YAMIT

Sir, — Lea Abramowitz's article 
of April 25, “I feel like an uprooted 
tree,” depicts the Anti-Withdrawal 
squatters as upstanding and law- 
abiding citizens. In fact, theirs was 
an act of open defiance of law and 
the cule of law. 

I have been told that their actions 
constituted a case of civil dis- 
obedience, much like the now 
famous Montgomery, Ala, bus- 
boycott of 1955, led by the late Rev, 
Dr. Martin Luther King, in the 
United Siates, It was nothing of the 
sort. At Yamit, a national govern- 
ment policy, arrived at by due 
process of democratic procedures, 
was willfully and even violently op- 
posed by a small segment of the 
population. They acted in the full 
knowledge that their actions called 
for the violation of an international 
agreemient and a peace treaty, and 
would have destroyed any chanee 
for future negotiations and would 
undoubtedly have placed the State 
of Israel's very existence in 
jeopardy, 

Most people (including this 
writer) feel that giving buck Yamit 
fo Egypt was unwise or even a mis- 
take. The price for peace, however, 
is always high and the Begin govern- 
ment agreed, for the sake of a first 
step on the road to a full and com- 
prehensive peace with our 
neighbours, that the return of all 
Sinai was not too high a price, 


Three years ago, most members of 
the Knesset and most people felt it 
certainly was worth the risk. No 
matter how we may feel today about 
the matter, the time to demonstrate 
and oppose the return of Sinai was 
three years ago, not now. 

Those who willfully and openly 
oppose the execution of govern- 
ment agreements and policy are in- 
citing to rebellion and as such, their 
behaviour is nothing less than 
treason. However, the Montgomery 
case was a show of non-violent op- 
position to an unfair, biased, local 
ordinance in order to obtain redress 
of civil and human rights, 

The fact that the Begin govern- 
ment permitted the squetlers to 
move down to Yamit and later 
treated them in the most humane 
and gentle manner does not 
legitimatize their behaviour, but 
only demonstrates to the whole 
world the high value we Jews place 
on human life and human rights, 
Fortunately, the Begin government 
did not capitulate.

had later been persuaded by a 
police officer to withdraw the con- 
fession which he had given to 
Stavsky's lawyers.

Sir, — David Shaked questioned 
the credibility of the IDF 
Spokesman document concerning

Mr. Shaked contends that the 
Spokesman's assertion that Khalaf 
was twice implicated as a prime ac- 
vomplice in court trials which con- 
vieted other suspects must be un- 
true since “if that were true, he 
would long ago have been jailed or 
expelled.” Mr. Shaked finally ac- 
cuses the IDF Spokesman of at- 
tempting to play on the “short 
memories" of the public by at- 
tributing to Shak’a words said in a 
conversation with former Ter- 
ritories Coordinator Danny Matt 
(1979), which Mr, Shaked claims 
had never been said, a fact he con- 
tends is substantiated by the 
publication of the “leaked 
transcript of the controversial con- 
versation” in Ha'aretz. . 

Afler careful examination of the 
original document (it appears that 
Mr. Shaked is quoting from ἃ sum- 
mary of a translation), the only fac- 
tual errors which he was able to 
find were the two minor errors on 
nonenclature which Mr, Shaked 
mentioned, namely: the substitution 
of the Hawatmeh organization's 
former name, the Popular 
Democratic Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine, for its present ap- 
pelation, Ὁ: mocratic Front for the 
Liberation οἱ Palestine.
